■According to Mr. Khaled Bur- 
ini, director of the Amman Urban 
Region Planning Group, the plan 
also proposes stopping the spread 
of desert-like conditions in the 
eastern dikricts by creating a 
green belt of pasturelands there. 

The plan also suggests a better 
distribution of the inhabitants 
within the region to relieve pop- 
ulation pressure in Amman. 


“But far from bowing to threats 
of Israeli military action, Syria 
moved at least two more missile 
batteries into the Lebanese- 
Syrian border area over the past 
two days,” Mr. Begin told the 
Knesset. 

By Mr. Begin's account, a bat-- 
tery of SAM-2 missiles and one of 
SAM-3s were moved into to the 
area while U.S. envoy Philip 
Habib was in Damascus trying to 
defuse the crisis. 

Mr. Habib flew here today and 
met with Mr. Begin for 90 min- 
utes, at the end of which the two 
resolved to meet again tomorrow 
afternoon, hinting that a clash may 
have been staved off for a day. But' 
neither Mr. Begin nor Mr. Habib 
would say anything about tbe.ir 
talk except that it was “useful.” 

In Damascus, Western and 
Arab diplomatic sources said Mr. 
.Assad told Mr. Habib he would 
not withdraw the missiles and that 
it was up to Israel alone to solve 
the crisis. 

The sources said Mr. Assad told 
Mr. Habib. “We have nothing 
more to say.” Bnt when Mr. Habib 
asked whether he could return to 
Damascus if he thought it “very 
necessary," Mr. Assad replied, 
“You are welcome.” 

In a major policy speech to the 
Knesset, Mr. Begin disclosed that 
he b3d ordered military action 
against the missiles the day after 
they were moved in, on April 30, 
but shelved the- pi air because bad— 
weather and appeals from U.S. 
Secretary of State Alexander 
Haig, and the President Ronald 
Reagan, asking for more time to 
solve the crisis. 

Mr. Begin said the number of 
missile batteries had grown from 
three at the beginning of the crisis 
to 14 as of this morning, including 
short-range SAM-9s supplied and 
manned by Libyans. 

An armed forces radio com- 
mentator said that in the past 12 
days Syria had built up a complete 
missile network aimed at denying 
Israel the mastery of Lebanese 
skier that Israel insists upon for its 
war again Palestinian forces in 
Lebanon. 

Mr. Begin said Mr. Assad had 
refused to make peace with Israel 
and therefore needed to be spo- 
ken to “as enemy to enemy.” In a 
a personal view, he declared: 
"Syrian President Mr. Assad, res- 
cind your action. It will in no way 
dishonour you. We don't want 
your dishonour. It will be to your 
honour, for you wOl be serving 
peace.” 


He continued: “Retreat from 
the brink. Remove the missiles., 
and humanity will breathe a sigh 


of relief." 

Syria said today it had taken 
measures to strengthen its civil 
defence. 

An official spokesman said 
Prime Minister Abdul-Rauf A1 
Kasm chaired a meeting of the 
Supreme Civil Defence Council 
which adopted certain “certain 
important measures relating to 
developing civil defence activities 
in all fields.” 

The Syrian cabinet yesterday 
held an extraordinary session to 
discuss the crisis with Israel. 


In Beirut, state radio said Syrian 
Foreign Minister Abdul Halim 
Khaddam bad postponed a visit he 
was to have made there today to 
continue talks on a Lebanese set- 
tlement. The radio said this was 
due to Mr. Khaddam's crowded 
work programme. It did not give a 
new date for the visit. 

Shelling and shooting flared 
again in Beirut today and first 
reports said seven people were kil- 
led and 6S injured. 

Hospital sources in pre- 
dominantly Muslim West Beirut 


put the casualty toll there at five 
killed and 50 wounded, while rig- 
htist sources said two people died 
and 1 S were injured in the largely 
Christian eastern sector. 


This brought the reported cas- 
ualty toll for clashes in the city 
ovef the past four days to 36 dead 
and 196 wounded. Earlier a cea- 
sefire had held for some 10 days.

Businessmen jolted by Mitterrand’s win 


PARIS, May 11 (R) — French 
financial markets reeled today 
( under the impact of the election of 
'Socialist Francois Mitterrand to 
the presidency. The Bank of Fra- 
nce took drastic action to prop up 
the country’s tumbling currency. 

As politicians drew up the battle 
lines for National Assembly ele- 
ctions which could decide the suc- 
cess or failure of Mr. Mitterrand’s 
sweeping reform programme, the 
business community showed 
alarm at the ouster of centre-right 
president Valery Giscard d'Est- 
aing. 

After selling several hundred 
million marks in a bid to halt a 
major run on the franc, the state- 
run bank raised its equivalent of a 
minimum lending rate by a mas- 
sive 2% percent to 16 per cent, its 
.highest point in a decade. 

• The decision was seen by fin- 
ancial experts as a sigh of det- 
ermination to keep the currency 


from falling below the minimum 
level against the West German 
mark permitted within the Eur- 
opean Monetary System (EMS).

Palme to return to Gulf 

GENEVA, May 11 (A.P.) — Former Swedish prime minister Olof 
Palme will renew his peace initiative to Iran and Iraq later this month, 
a United Nations spokesman said here today. 

The announcement followed three hours of private talks between 
Mr. Palme and U.N. Secretary General Kurt Waldheim, who arrived 
in Geneva yesterday after talks with Portuguese officials in Lisbon 
about independence for East Timor and Namibia. 

Mr. Palme, travelling as a special U.N. envoy, has periodically 
visited authorities in Iran and Iraq since their border war broke out 
last Sept. 22. His accomplishments in seeking peace there have been 
considered limited at best. 

The U.N. spokesman, Mr. Anthony Cumow. said no precise dates 
have been selected for Mr. Palme’s next trip to the Gulf. He was to 
return to Stockholm later today. (Related story on page 5) 

Mr. Waldheim, meanwhile, is to take a flight tomorrow morning to 
London on the final stop of his European tour that included visits to 
the Soviet Union and Yugoslavia.

AMMAN, May 11 (J.T.) — 
French President Valery Giscard 
cTEstaing, narrowly beaten out in 
yesterday's presidential elections 
by Socialist Leader Francois Mit- 
terrand, may take some slight 
comfort in the fact that in Jordan-, 
at least, he won. 

In balloting held at the French 
embassy here yesrerday, 103 
French nationals voted out of 1 1 4 
who had registered, French Press 
.Attache Jean Felix Paganon told 
the Jordan Times. The race was 
close in Jordan as in France, Mr. 
Paganon said: Mr. Mitterrand 
won 41 votes, Mr. Giscard cfEst- 
aing 59 and three of the ballots 
cast were blank. 


This followed the usual pattern 
for French nationals voting abr- 
oad, Mr. Paganon said: expatriate 
voting usually tends to favour an 
incumbent, and a conservative 
candidate over a more liberal one. 
He attributed this to the fact that 
expatriates are concerned less 
with domestic issues than with 
those that concerned France's 
image as a nation. 

French people living abroad can 
vote in a presidential election eit- 
her at their embassies or by mail. 
About 120 voters in Jordan cast 
mail ballots in yesterday’s ele- 
ction, Mr. Paganon said. 

Absentee voting is allowable 
only by mail in legislative ele- 
ctions, which are coming up on 
June 21 and 28.

Prime Minister Raymond Barre 
announced today he would resign 
before Mr. Giscard d’Estaing 
handed over. Mr. Mitterrand is 
expected to name his own- prime 
minister shortly, perhaps within 
the next two or three days. 

French political sources said the 
strongest candidate appeared to 
be Mr. Pierre Mauroy, the 52- 
year-old mayor of Lille. His rep- 
utation as a moderate close to 
Western European social dem- 
ocratic tradition might help rea- 
ssure businessmen and financiers, 
the sources said. 

To enable himself to rule eff- 
ectively, Mr. Mitterrand must 
have an assembly in which the Soc- 
ialists and their Communist and 
left radical allies have a majority. 
Right and centre right parties hold 
the majority in the current ass- 
embly. 

Mr. Giscard d’Esraing today 
arrived in Paris for his final days in 
the Elysee Palace. He conferred 
with top aides from the Union for 
French Democracy (UDF) party 
on strategy for next month’s par- 
liamentary elections. 

Mr. Mitterrand, whose margin 
of victory in the voting exceeded 
four per cent, said today he was 
“happy to see many French peo- 
ple were happy." 

In a brief conversation with 
reporters at a Paris cemetery 
where be visited the grave of an 
old Socialist friend, he added: "I 
have a lot of work to do." 

But be said he would make no 
further comment until the full off- 
icial results of the election were 
announced. This could be within 
the next 36 or 48 hours. 

Political analysts said the app- 


ointment of Mr. Mauroy as prime 
minister could go some way to 
help ease business fears that Mr. 
Mitterrand and his administration 
would be in the rhrall of the Com- 
munists. whose support was vital 
in his victory. 

Many question marks hang over 
what will happen in the. coming 
days because the situation created 
by the emergence of France’s first 
Socialist president-elected by uni- 
versal suffrage and the defeat of 
an incumbent had no precedent. 

Constitutional lawyers and pol- 
iticians squabbled over when Mr. 
Giscard tfEstaing should hand 
over powers to Mr. Mitterrand 


and what the powers of a gov 
eminent appointed by the new' 
president and his prime minister 
would be. 

Some said the Socialist leader 
would formally become head of 
state on May 19 -- seven years to 
the day since Mr. Giscard <TEst- 
aing defeated Mr. Mitterrand in 
the 1974 election. 

Others said the transfer of 
power should not come until May 
25. the seventh anniversary of Mr. 
Giscard d’Estaing’s ceremonial 
investiture as successor to Pre- 
sident Georges Pompidou, who 
died in office.

He said he would meet with representatives of 
the Israeli-occupied West Bank and Gaza during 
his trip at the British consulate in East Jerusalem. 

“We want to hold a down-to-earth discussion - 
with the Palestinian Arabs, not to listen to slogans, 
so that we can reach some decisions,” he said.

FRANKFURT, May 11 (R) — 
The economics minister of West 
Germany's Hessen State was shot 
dead early today on what aut- 
horities said was a political killing. 

Mr. Heinz Kany, 61 , was shot 
in the stomach as be lay in bed at 
his suburban Frankfurt home and 
died an hour later as an ambulance 
arrived to take him to hospital, 
police said. 

The federal prosecutor's office 
in- Karlsruhe took charge of inv- 
estigations, saying it suspected 
urban guerrillas were Involved in 
the killing. No-one has claimed 
responsibility for the attack. 

Public Prosecutor Heinz Hau- 
eisen told reporters at the scene 
that one or more assailants used a 
ladder to climb through Mr. 
Karry 1 s open bedroom window'. 
The killer fired at least four shots 
at Mr. Karry over his wife’s body. 

Hessen Interior Minister Ekk- 
ehard Gries said there was no 
doubt that the carefully-planned 
killing was politically motivated. 

Mr. Karry had received a spate 
of anonymous telephone calls 
apparently aimed at discovering 
when he was usually at home. The 
liberal politician's wife took the

last such call shortly before mid- 
night last night, Mr. Haueisen 
said. 

Mr. Karry. who was also nat- 
ional treasurer of the government 
coalition Free Democratic Party 
(FDP), was a controversial figure. 
He had been Hessen economics 
minister since 1970. 

Outspoken support for plants to 
extend Frankfurt airport and build 
a nuclear fuel reprocessing plant 
in Hessen won him enemies on the 
left and among ecologists. 


Recent allegations that he was 
involved in irregularities with 
party election funds and reported 
arms deals brought press demands . 
that he resign or be sacked. He 
failed to win re-election to the 
FDFs regional executive last Fri- 
day. 

The Bonn government and the 
FDFs national executive spoke of 
deep shock and anger at his death. 

“If this turns out to be a pol- 
itically motivated murder, then 
the government expresses its par- 
ticular horror at political vio- 
lence.*' a government statement 
said. 

The last political killing in West 
Germany was in 1977 when urban 
guerrillas of the extreme leftist 
Red Army Faction (RAF) kid- 
napped and murdered ind- 
ustrialist Hanns-Martin Schleyer. 

Many members of the und- 
erground organisation have since 
been captured and jailed but the 
authorities say at least a dozen 
suspects are still at large. 

The Nazi authorities piit Mr. 
Karry in a labour camp near the 
end of World War Two because of 
his Jewish origins. His father sur- 
vived a Nazi concentration camp. 


KUWAIT, May 11 (Agencies) — 
Kuwait today called on French 
President-elect Francois Mit- 
terrand to work for promoting 
Arab-French relations on the 
basis of mutual interests, with a 
view to arranging a just peace in 
the Middle East. 

“We hope the new French adm- 
inistration represented by Pre- 
sident Mitterrand will appraise the 
importance of French-Arab rel- 
ations on the basis of mutual int- 
erests of the two peoples.” said 
Ministerof Stare Abdul Aziz Hus- 
sein after a cabinet meeting. 

He stressed that French-Arab 
relations under Mr. Mitterrand 
wQI have to be based on an und- 
erstanding on the necessity of 
redressing the Palestinians and 
returning to the Arabs the land 
Israel seized during the 1967 
Middle East war. 

“Kuwait will do its best to dev- 
elop relations with France." Mr. 
Hussein told reporters. “We hope 
these relations will develop in the 
direction of establishing a just 
peace in the region." 

Meantime, the Saudi state radio 
reported that King Khaled sent 
"congratulations and best wishes" 
to Mr. Mitterrand. The Saudi 
monarch wished France "pro- 
sperity" and expressed hopes 
Saudi-French tics will become srr- 
onger for the good of the two peo- 
ples and for “world peace." said 
the broadcast. 

Israeli Prime Minister Men- 
achem Begin congratulated Mr. 


Mitterrand on his election and 
expressed the hope that it would 
signal a closer relationship bet- 
ween Israel and France. 

Earlier, Israeli government off- 
icials could barely hide their sat- 
isfaction at the election of Mr. 
Mitterrand but refrained from 
making any public comments. 

They said the outgoing pre- 
sident was considered one of the 
chief proponents of granting the 
Palestinian Liberation Org- 
anisation (PLO ) a role in the Mid- 
dle East peace process. 

Palestinian sources in Beirut 
privately expressed dismay at Mr. 
Mitterrand's victory. One source 
said he had hoped Mr. Giscard 
d'Estaing would win. because 
there was “Zionist influence" in 
the French Socialist Party. 

“The French Socialist Parry has 
always been among the most bac- 
kward within the Socialist Int- 
ernational on the Middle East 
uestion.” he said. 

In Iran. Tehran radio quoted a 
message of congratulations from 
President Abo! Hassan Bani-Sadr 
co Mr. Mitterrand as saving. “The 
adoption of an independent and 
just course in France's foreign pol- 
icy could be effective and hopeful 
for the establishment and rei- 
nforcement of international peace 
and justice, especially in the Mid- 
dle East, in which the oppression 
of the Palestinian people in the 
symbol of the oppression of all the 
region's peoples.”

Union council opens meeting

AMMAN, May H — The Asia- 
Pacific Broadcasting Union 
(ABU) commenced its 30th Adm- 
inistrative Council meeting today 
at the Jordan Intercontinental 
Hotel. The three-day conference 
was opened by Minister of Inf- 
ormation Adnan Abu Odeh. who 
in his address welcomed the del- 
egates to Jordan, “a meeting point 
between . ancient civilisation and 
the modem age." 


After Mr. Abu Odeh’s ina- 
ugural speech, the president of the 
Asia-Pacific Broadcasting Union, 
Mr. Samadi, delivered the ope- 
ning address, saying that "alt- 
hough our task as the Adm- 
inistrative Council seems to have 
become a more responsible one as 
time goes by, this is a positive ind- 
ication that our union is growing 
and developing in accordance with 
the needs and pertinent issues of 
our zone. It also means that we 
should be willing to stretch our 
capabilities to their utmost, aim- 
ing towards more cohesion and 
closer cooperation between mem- 


ber countries." 

One of the most important sub- 
jects the Administrative Council 
will be diseasing is the launching 
of TV nerfs exchange scheme to 
exchange daily news among the 
five countries of the Association 
of South East Asian Nations — 
Indonesia. Malaysia, the Phi- 
lippines. Singapore, and Thailand 
using the Indonesian domestic 
satellite PALAPA. This particular 
ABU project is of vital imp- 
ortance, as h will be the nucleus of 
a future Asia/Pacific-wide exc- 
hange of news and information 
among television organisations 
using satellites. 

However, in order to make this 
vision a reality, it will be necessary 
for broadcasting organisations in 
the region to obtain a substantial 
reduction in satellite tariffs. The 
Administrative Council will be 
discussing the steps that can be 
taken by the ABU and its mem- 
bers to obtain rates that would 
enable a greater and freer flow of- 
information among the dev- 
eloping countries of the ABU reg- 
ion. 

Another topic of discussion will 
be proposals for sports coverage.

Purchases are made at the Kar- 
ameh centra/ market andAJ * Arda 
marketing centre through a spe- 
cial committee of representatives 
of the Jordan Valley Authority, 
the Jordan Valley Farmers' Ass- 
ociation. the Ministry of Agr- 
iculture and the Agricultural Cre- 
dit Corporation. 

Meanwhile the under-secretary 
of the Ministry of Agriculture, Dr. 
Salem Al Lawzi chaired a meeting 
at the ministry today to discuss the 
problem of crop surplus in the 
Jordan Valley. Discussion also 
dealt with means of diversifying 
crops, taking into consideration 
local market needs and the vol- 
ume of crops needed for export.

Caring spirit 

The conference had three main 
aims: first, to increase the awa- 
reness of the needs of the han- 
dicapped; second, to integrate the 
handicapped with society, all- 
owing them to participate in their 
communities and giving them a 
sense oFcquaiity, and third, to dis- 
cuss ways and means of preventing 
disability . This last point. Dr. Sab- 
bagh said, is just as important as, if 
not more so, than the first two. as 
many disabilities can indeed be 
prevented through early detection 
and proper treatment.

Dr. Sabbugh also remarked on 
the difference in outlooks bet- 
ween Jordan and the West. 

"Here (in Jordan), we are con- 
cerned with the rehabilitation of 
the disabled, whereas In England 
and Europe the emphasis is more 
on caring for the old and dying. 
The society here is such that there 
is always cure for the old within 
the family itself, so we are able to 
devote more time and effort to 
caring for and rehabilitating those 
who suffer from disabilities.” 

A random study made recently 
by the Queen Alia Jordan Social 
Welfare Fund estimated that app- 
roximately 17,000 Jordanians are 
handicapped; "hut I would say at 
least 25.000 are disabled.” Dr. 
Sabbagh said.' 

The* most common type of dis- 
ability in Jordan is locomotive — 
for example polio, back problems, 
fractures of the spine and rhe- 
umatism -- making up over 50 per 
cent of the ailments. Second lo 
locomotive disorders in incidence 
come blindness, hearing pro- 
blems and muteness, which total 
approximately one third of the 
handicaps in Jordan. Mental ill- 
ness constitutes a relatively small 
proportion of disabilities -- acc- 
ording to the Queen Alia Fund 
survey, it is less than six per cent. 

The handicapped are cared for 
in three ways in Jordan, two of 
which (prevention of disability 
and medical rehabilitation) are 
the responsibility of the Ministry 
of Health. The third, social reh- 
abilitation. is the responsibility of 
the Ministry' of Social Welfare. 
There are also voluntary org- 
anisations, such as Al Hussein 
Society for Child Welfare, which 
offer their services free of charge. 
At present, AI Bashir Hospital 
charges a bare minimum for its 
rehabilitation services, but the 
Jordanian National Committee, of 
which Dr.. Sabbagh is a member, 
has put forward a proposal to the 
prime minister that all treatment 
be made free of charge. 

Self-rehabfifiatfon 

In addition lo heading the Med- 
ical Rehabilitation Department at

AJ Bashir. Dr. Sabbagh is also 
.involved in a self-rehabilitation 
programme. This programme is 
designed to treat milder forms of 
disability, and the emphasis is on 
the disabled themselves sharing in 
their own treatment. Under this 
plan, social and medical workers 
are sent regularly to Lhe homes of 
the patients in order to check up 
on their progress. 

Disabled people are looked 
after in other ways as well. There 
is a vocational centre for the han- 
dicapped in Ruseifa, and Dr. Sab- 
bagh said that there are plans to 
open two other major centres — 
one in the Irbid area and another 
one in the south of the country. 

"The fully rehabilitated person 
will be placed in one of these cen- 
tres for assessment," Dr. Sabbagh 
explained, "and after bis interests 
and talents are determined, he will 
be enrolled in an appropriate cou- 
rse. For example, if he is good at 
woodworking, and interested in it. 
we will train him to be a carpenter. 
At the end of the course, he will be 
sent home with a degree ; and with 
this degree he will be qualified to 
practise his trade. 

“These centres must be opened 
this year,” Dr. Sabbagh stressed. 

There are also schemes -- but 
they are still just ideas - to set up a 


system by which a person who is 
totally disabled will live, as well as 
work, at the vocational cenrre at 
which he is being trained. 

There are several major pro- 
blems facing the committees and 
doctors who want to change the 
existing outlook towards the han- 
dicapped. One of the most obv- 
ious is the matter of money. Dr. 
Sabbagh said that there are no def- 
inite plans as yet on how to raise 
money for the handicapped, but 
he wants to organise something 
similar to the March of Dimes in 
the U.S. The funds that are raised 
will go towards the vocational cen- 
tres; towards buying wheelchairs 
(by the end of 1981 every person 
in need of a wheelchair will have 
one) and buying hearing aids. 

Integration 

Dr. Sabbagh' s main interest lies 
in the integration of the disabled 
into society. The most obvious 
way to do this, and quite an easy 
thing to accomplish, too, is to 
adapt ordinary schools to acc- 
ommodate wheelchairs and other 
aids for handicapped chOofren. Dr. 
Sabbagh’s plan is to categorise chi- 
ldren according to their han- 
dicaps; and as long as the disability 


is only physical — not mental — 
they will go the same schools as 
their more fortunate peers, “so 
they get used to each other.” In 
the case of mentally and severely 
physically handicapped children, 
however, special schools must be 
opened. 

"We want to abolish dis- 
crimination against the han- 
dicapped,” Dr. Sabbagh stressed. 
“We have proposed that three to 
five per cenr of these people sho- 
uld be employed in government 
work, provided they are qualified 
for the job. There should be no 
discrimination in jobs, pensions, 
or degrees that these people rec- 
eive. 

"The main idea is for others to 
accept disability, and also to gjve 
the disabled themselves a chance 
to be integrated into normal soc- 
iety,” he continued. “The family 
plays a very important role here, 
and it must share in integrating the 
handicapped. 

"Although we have the latest 
equipment in our physio-therapy 
room, and fully trained and qua- 
lified physiotherapists, we are 
understaffed; and it is up to the 
handicapped person himself and 
his family to help in his reh- 
abilitation and re-entry into soc- 
iety.”

Myth and reality 
in Lebanon

The politics of hate 


THERE IS something perverse about the current mission 
in the Middle East of U.S. special envoy Philip Habib, who 
is trying to defuse the crisis between Israel and Syria about 
the Syrian missiles stationed in Lebanon. Much as we do 
not want to see another useless war in the area, and much as- 
we would like the Syrian role in Lebanon to revert to its 
original peace-making imperative, we are nevertheless 
bemused by the mental agility of those who think that the 
United States can assume the role of a fair and impartial, 
mediator in this matter. The United States is viewed by us, 
and by most of the Arab World, as the underpinning cause 
of the present turmoil that grips the Middle East It isnaive 
and impertinent for the United States to think that it can 
play the mediator’s role while it is the provider of the arms, 
money and diplomatic support that allows Israel — one of 
the parties to the dispute it is attempting to mediate -- to 
demand a status quo in the area based on clear Israeli 
military superiority. It is doubly insulting that we are sent 
American mediators at a time when top officials in Was- 
hington are stating at least three times a week in Senate 
confirmation hearings that the basis of Mideast power rel- 
ations must always remain a qualitative Israeli superiority 
— near Israel -controlled frontiers and also further inland, 
such as in Lebanon. What are the Arabs asked to agree to? 
Continued and sanctioned Israeli dominance? Is it such a 
surprise that America is generating a hatred in the Arab 
World that grows more intense every week? 


ARAB PRESS COMMENTARY 


AL RA’I: When Mr. Francois Mitterrand enter' 
his new office at the Elysee Palace, he will find the 
Middle East file one of the biggest and most imp- 
ortant files before him, which he should study 
carefully to formulate the guidelines of the French 
policy on the question for the next seven years. 

Although his statements during the election 
campaign frankly indicated his intention to go 
back on several positive French stands towards 
the Arab issue, particularly as regards the leg- 
itimate rights of the Palestinian people, exp- 
erience has taught us that election statement do 
not always represent the real leanings of the can- 
didate after he assumes power. Therefore, it is too 
early to judge the new French policy towards the 
Arab cause. 

While we congratulate Mr. Mitterrand for the 
confidence shown in him by the friendly French 
people, we would like to remind the newcomer to 
the Elysee Palace with two facts which reflect 
France’s image as the Arabs see it First. France’s 
greatness is linked with the concepts of liberty. 
a equality and fraternity. These are the principles 
“which the French revolution held high, and they 
are the principles which have always fortified Fra- 
nce against polarisation or extortion by this or that 
side. The second fact is that the phase through 
which Franco-Arab relations have passed since 


the era of General de Gaulle has provided France 
with the opportunity to build a network of eco- 
nomic relations and interests in various parts of* 
the Arab World which arc too important to be 
sacrificed for the sake of an artificial political ent- 
ity established on the dead bodies of a homeland 
and a people. 

Again, congratulations to Mr. Mitterrand and 
the friendly French people. 


AL DUSTOUR: Since the era of Charles de Gau- 
lle, France has realised that it can get more from 
the Arabs through friendship than thnrogh col- 
onialism. Thus France has started to deal int- 
elligently with the Arab World. 

Today the French rightists go. and the leftists 
take over in Paris with the victory of Mr. Mit- 
terrand in the French elections. Despite his ele- 
ction statements, we hope that Mr. Mitterrand’s 
struggle for freedom will be like that of Gen. dc 
Gaulle, and win prompt him. to understand our 
just cause and work for the interests of France, 
which are compatible with rapproachcmcnt with 
the Arabs. 

Wc also hope that Mr. Mitterrand’s policy will 
be expressive of the morality of the French 
people— the first European people to advocate 
liberty, equality and fraternity. 


REAL COUNTRIES are hidden 
beneath layers and pretentions. 

The Lebanon now claiming the 
headlines is far different from the 
one we as Lebanese had con- 
structed in our- minds, from the 
myths we had spun about it, from 
the images we peddled to our- 
selves and to others. 

In our literature and folklore we 
proclaimed it one of the most bea- 
utiful countries in the world, one 
of the most religiously tolerant. 

Over and over again, we ins- 
isted that the country stood for 
communal harmony, that we as 
heirs of Phoenician forefathers 
needed no state intervention in 
our lives, that out of our people’s 
wild ways and tax evasions would 
still emerge a decent society. 

We flaunted our attachment to 
the wares of civilisation. Fashions 
hit the streets of Beirut as soon as 
they made their appearance in 
Paris and London. Civilisation 
was elsewhere, to be bought and 
displayed by our affluent classes. 
We prided ourselves on our flu- 
ency in foreign languages. In our 
elegant cafes and beach-front hot- 
els. we mimicked the ways of the 
West and displayed its trappings. 
Outsiders told us how unique we 
were. 

Beneath the surface the sub- 
stance of things was radically dif- 
ferent from the image and from 
the smug pronouncements of the 
winners in the country. 

Deep down we must have 
known that it was all a show’, that 
the forced and excessive love for 
the country was motivated by our 
subliminal fear of the country's 
capacity for self-destruction. 

We knew that underneath the 
polished exterior lay a tribal soc- 
iety made up of different clans and 
sects, that there was nothing in 
common between our elegant 


hotels and the impoverished, 
dusty villages in the south. 

Wc knew that our democracy 
was a sham, that votes were bou- 
ght with a carton of American cig- 
arettes and a payoff that ranged 
from $6 in poorer villages to $60 
in the more affluent parts of the 
country. 

We knew that there was a world 
of difference between the Mar- 
onhe Christian towns in the mou- 
ntains and the Muslim Sunni cities 
on the coast: we knew that we 
hardly knew one another, that our 
sectarian schools taught different 
versions of history and identity; 
we knew that violence was always 
ominously close, that each com- 
munity fed its young gruesome 
tales of past massacres and tre- 
achery. 

We knew that beyond the show 
that Beirut put up for outsiders lay 
a belt of misery — slums and sha- 
ntytowns that housed Muslim Shi- 
ite migrants from the south and 
poor Palestinians, all of whom 
were spectators to the drama and 
to the glitter of Beirut. No one 
who quite mattered went to these 
slums, and we definitely never 
.took our foreign guests there. 

Then the entire edifice began to 
crumble. 

The hitherto quiescent sha- 
ntytowns became breeding gro- 
unds for revolution. The country 
was suddenly claimed by its pas- 
sions. The identification card that 
specified not only religion. hut also 
particular sects became the final 
arbiter as the Lebanese took to 
tearing the country apart. 

Outsiders were more than wil- 
ling to “help.” 1

The team was set up at a non- 
aligned foreign ministers’ meeting 
in New Delhi in February, and 
made its first visit to the war zone 
in April. 

Last night Iran’s Supreme Def- 
ence Council met to discuss und- 
isclosed suggestions brought by 
the mission, but its decision has 
not yet been announced. 

It was the first visit to Tehran 
for more than four weeks by a 


peace mission seeking to end the 
Gulf war, which began on Sept. 
22 . 

Iraq said today there was no 
hope that the non-aligned peace 
mission would find a solution to 
the Gulf war. 

In an article quoted by the Iraqi 
news agency, the government 
newspaper Al Jumhouriya said 
the mission’s task was doomed to 
failure "because of the int- 
ransigence and arrogance of the 
Tehran rulers." 

The paper said the conclusion 
which would be drawn by the mis- 
sion from its meetings with Iranian 
leaders was that they unanimously 
wanted to carry on the war against 
Iraq.

The 15-mile-long island in the 
Indian Ocean was leased from Bri- 
tain to the United States as a rear 
base and, under the terms of the 
agreement, such a move would 
have to gain British approval, sou- 
rces here said. 

This was confirmed by British 
Prime Minister Margaret Tha- 
tcher last month, said Mrs. Gan- 
dhi. 

Mrs. Gandhi agreed it would be 
impossible to go to the "other ext- 
reme” of achieving total neutrality 
of the Indian Ocean, stressing that 
at least an effort should be made 
toward this end. 

"What is happening now." she 
told WAM. "is that one power 
increases its presence and the 
other feels it has to go up one more 
step, and this is where the danger 
lies.” 

Mrs. Gandhi arrived from 
Kuwait and held an informal ses- 
sion with U.A.E. President Sheikh 
Zayed on ways of broadening the 
scope of cooperation between the 
two countries. 


27 months in prison 
for MK in bribe case 

.OCCUPIED JERUSALEM. May 11 (R) — Israeli Knesset (par- 
lb mem) Member Samuel Flano-Sharon, wanted in France on a 
fraud conviction, was sentenced today to 27 months imprisonment 
for election bribery. 

The Jerusalem Magistrates Court found him guilty of bribing 
voters in the 1977 general elections. He was released immediately 
pending appeal. 

Mr. Flano-Sharon, who could have received a maximum five-year 
prison term, said he would appeal to the Supreme Court. 

"I am innocent and have full confidence that the Supreme Court 
will reverse the Lower Court’s decision," he told reporters. 

An aide of Mr. Flano-Sharon in the 1977 election campaign. 
Jacques Benaudis, was fined 4.000 Israeli Shekels (about S400) on a 
similar bribery charge. 

Mr. Flano-Sharon was sentenced to five years imprisonment in 
France in 1 979 on charges of fraud, forgery and tax evasion involving 
a total of $92 million. 

Israeli jailed in Limassol 

LIMASSOL, May 1 1 (R) — An Israeli. Mr. Moshe Balvi. was jailed 
for two years today after telling a court he was recruited in Israel to 
watch a Syrian later severely injured by a car bomb. 

Mr. Ha'ni AI Hindi, one of the founders of the Popular Front for 
the Liberation of Palestine (PFLP). was badly hurt when a booby 
trap bomb went off as he opened his car door on Jan. 3. 

Mr. Balvi said he knew nothing about the explosion but admitted 
entering Cyprus on a false passport, driving with a false licence and 
using a radio without a licence, for which he was jailed. f 

He said two men had shown him Mr. Hindi's house, and he was 
parked near it on the day before the blast when police arrested 
him. 

Security measures 
tightened in Cairo 

CAIRO. May 1 1 (R) — Guards have been placed on the homes of 
senior foreign diplomats amid tightened security after £he arrest of a 
Palestinian student who allegedly planned bombings at May Day 
celebrations, the interior ministry said today. 

Mr. Nahed Rajab Al Seraj was arrested at Cairo airport after flying 
in from Damascus with nine kilos of explosives hidden in a cassette 
radio. 3 ministry spokesman said. 

Police guards have been put on foreign news agencies, cinema 
audiences are searched on entry and extra security measures are in 
force at ministries. 

At least eight other people have been arrested since April 1 on 
charges of plotting sabotage against the government. 

The centrepiece of Egypt’s May Day celebrations this year was a 
workers' rally addressed by President Anwar Sadat. 

Mr. Seraj told police interrogators he had been recruited bv Syrian , 
intelligence to plant explosives in May Day crowds and government 
buildings, the ministry spokesman claimed. 

Syria, a member of the Arab" rejection ist front,” has been a strong ■' 
critic of Egypt’s separate peace treaty with Israel. Authorities here 
linked the Damascus government to a small explosion last February 
at Cairo's main synagogue. 

Egyptian police said last month they had arrested five saboteurs 
financed by Libya, another “rejectionist front” member, and three 
guerrillas belonging to a Beirut-based organisation.

Videos sell like hotcakes in ME 


Entertainment -starved Saudi Arabia, Iran and Pak- 
istan are now among the world’s biggest outlets for 
video machines and cassettes. The uncensored tapes 
are spreading new ideas on politics, culture and 
world news.

In the Middle East, where at 
times the living is not all that easy, 
the most popular pastime among 


expatriates and increasingly 
among local nationals is to watch 
the video. In the summer months 
particularly, when the sea is luk- 
ewarm and uninviting and the air

fort of an air-conditioned home 
and a private show is virtually the 
wle relaxation. For two or three 
hours, video fanatics in Jeddah. 
Riyadh or Abu Dhabi can he tra- 
nsported to anywhere and any- 
time in a flight of fantasy. 

In Iran and some Arab oil 
capitals, virtually no other org-- 
anised entertainment exist'. Saudi 
Arabia, for example, allows no 
cinemas, public theatres, bars ■ »r 
nightclubs, and its Inca I television 
stations relay endless hours of foo- 
tball. nature programmes and les- 
sons in Islam. Even when they do 
play top British and American ser- 
ies (Stursky and Hutch is one ol 
the most popular in tile Arab 
World I. they are heavily censored, 
and bcrelt of scenes which show 
any kissing, even Ivtween married 
couples. 

The video manufacturers have 
been quick to cash in on this 
entertainment-hungry market. 
Mr. Kazuo Iwama. president of 
Sony, who recently visited the 
area, revealed that of the 2 million 
videos manufactured by his com- 
pany. some 41MUHI0 had been sold 
to the Middle East market. 

Not surprisingly. Sony's largest 
single retail outlet in the world is 
in Dubai, and its local agent. 
Jumbo Electronics, says it is sel- 
ling around HJU.OOO video mac- 
hines a year through the United 
Arab Emirates market alone. On 
top of that, some 200.000 blank 
video tapes are sold each month, 
and to keep up with regional dem- 
and, the company is obliged to 
maintain a stockpile of 250,000 
tapes. 

About 60 per cent of this vol- 
ume is immediately re-exported, 
estimates Mr. Manchar Chhabria, 
Jumbo's managing director. Ira- 
nians buy at least half the mac- 
hines sold each year, despite the 
fact that the Iranian Commerce 
Ministry has banned them. Mer- 
chants in Dubai Souk say Iranians 
pay in anything from gold to car- 
pets to get hold of machines and 
tapes. 

Jumbo also imports a staggering" 
15 million audio cassettes a year, 
large quantities of which arc smu- 
ggled out again to neighbouring 
markets. In Iran, pre-recorded 
cassettes are also banned. Thai 
alone is an irony, for Ayatollah 
Khomeini himself made skilful use

of the audio cassette to circulate 
his speeches in Iran before his ret- 
urn from exile. 

The video business, however, is 
virtually uncontrollable. It takes 
only one returning resident to 
smuggle in a cassette from which 
hundreds of copies can be made 
and endlessly recirculated. Cus- 
toms authorities are becoming 
alert to this illicit traffic in Wes- 
tern entertainment, and now cus- 
tomarily rummage through vis- 
itors' suitcases looking for cas- 
settes. 

However, one prominent for- 
eign banker in Abu Dhabi, like 
many other expatriates, has lea- 
rned some tricks to overcome such 
barriers. He takes the plastic cover 
off the tape during the journey 
and then, once inside the country, 
refits it. 

It is a business which local gov- 
ernments naturally wish to con- 
trol, and now all Gulf Information 
Ministries have special video cen- 
sor departments^ with teams of fly- 


ing inspectors who raid the local 
video shops to ensure they are car- 
rying no banned or uncut films. 
The lists can be extensive — in the 
Emirates, for example, over 1 ,500 
films are banned. 

How effective such controls are 
is apparent in any hotel or block of 
flats. Most Gulf hotels offer guests 
a daily choice of at least three 
films, many clearly uncut. Blocks 
of flats -in Dubai advertise in- 
house videos as a standard feature 
for tenants, and even small corner 
coffee houses are finding videos 
can attract customers. 

The loose or non-existent cop- 
yright laws mean that local res- 
idents and visitors are offered 
films quite clearly lifted from Bri- 
tish television: it is not unusual to 
have a night of video-watching 
interrupted by advertisements for 
.Bournemouth supermarkets. 
Video shops in Dubai boast they 
have "friends” all over the world 
busily taping top Television shows. 

Videos are not only a cultural 


loophole, but also a political one. 
The controversial film "Death of a 
Princess'" was available in Gulf 
capitals within days of being 
shown in Britain — all courtesy of 
the secret pass-me-round video 
circuit. 

■One local cassette dealer said 
that when he recently telephoned 
a London contact to book an order 
for a top television series, his con- 
tact told him he was too busy (hat 
week taping thousands of copies 
of a BBC interview with the dau- 
ghter of the last Pakistani Prime 
Minister. Zulfikar Ali Bhutto. 
"The demand that week From Pak- 
istan was just fantastic."

Nationalisation, price controls 
expected in a socialist France 


PARIS. May II (Rl — France's 
political swing to the left heralds a 
complete change in economic pol- 
icy away from free enterprise tow- 
ards a system of state control whb 
wide-ranging measures to boost 
spending and growth. 

The sweeping presidential vic- 
tory of Socialist Francois Mit- 
terrand by over one million votes 
will overturn seven years of eco- 
nomic liberation under Valery 
Giscard d’Estaing. 

Mr. Mitterrand is expecred to 
reintroduce price controls on 
some products, nationalise banks 
and 1 1 industrial groups, increase 
pensions, social benefits and min- 
imum wages and stan talks on 
reducing the working week to 35 
from 40 hours. 

French financial markets rea- 
cted sharply to the prospect of soc- 
ialist economic programme. The 
franc plummeted on foreign exc- 
hange markets and share prices 
fell on the Paris Bourse. 

Economic analysis said the 
markets were concerned that Mr. 
Mitterrand woiild be forced to 
form a pact with the Communist 
Party ahead of parliamentary ele- 
ctions next month in order to win 
the working majority he needs in 


parliament to push through his 
proposals. 

During the election campaign 
Mr. Mitterrand appeared to fav- 
our a softer line on several eco- 
nomic options contained in the 
Socialist Party's programme, the 
analysts felt. 

“But he may now be forced to 
move away from this social dem- 
ocrat line and take a firmer stance 
under pressure from the com- 
munists,” one analyst said. 

A Socialist Party economic exp- 
ert said the franc would be def- 


ended but this did not stop a rush 
to sell. The franc dropped 1 .6 per 
cent against the West German 
mark to 240.7 francs and 2.4 per 
cent against the surging dollar to 
5.47 francs. 

Mr. Alain BoublH, secretary of 
the Socialist Party's economic 
commission, said in an interview 
the new government would res- 
pect all France’s economic, pol- 
itical and international obl- 
igations. 

But financial anxiety continued. 
The price of the gold bar rose to 


540.4 dollars an ounce in Paris 
from 504.9 dollars last Friday and 
the Napoleon gold coin, tra- 
ditional refuge of the small inv- 
estor. shot up to 900 francs from 
830 francs. 

The socialists’ programme calls 
for 210,000 new jobs to be cre- 
ated. mainly in schools, hospitals 
and public services. This, plus hig- 
her family allowances and wages, 
said Mr. Boubiil. should boost pri- 
vate consumption and relaunch a 
stagnant economy. 


Supertanker’s golden days are over 


HAMBURG, May II (R) — The days of the 
extra-large supertanker are over, and half of the 
world's current tanker fleet is already outdated 
and uneconomic, a leading West German oil ind- 
ustry chief said today. 

Wilhelm von Usemann, member of the man- 
aging board of Deutsche Shell, told a shipping 
symposium here that up to 45 per cent of the 
world's tanker fleet was already redundant and 
this figure would climb to 53 per cent in the next 
12 months. 

Annual oil shipments from the Gulf and Nigeria 
in the next decade would probably be about a 
billion tonnes, requiring between 320 and 350 
vice (very large crude carrier) tankers, about half 


the number now in operation, he said. 

Mr. Von Ilsemann said tankers capable of car- 
rying up to half a million tonnes would no longer 
be built because they used too much fuel and their 
size meant they could only be loaded at certain 
ports. 

The tankers of the future would carry between 
200,000 and 250,000 tonnes, small enough to 
pass through the Suez Canal after completion of 
its planned second expansion phase. 

New tankers would have to transport different 
types of oil. using less fuel. State control of fleets 
could increase, as present freight rates did not 
always cover costs, he said.

World Bank lends Turkey 110m... 

WASHINGTON, May 1 1 (AJP.) — Turkish fertiliser plants will 
get a loan of S 1 10 million to help them save fuel and use more of 
their capacity, the World Bank announced today. The entire 
project will cost S236.6 million. 

The loan is to be completely repaid in the following 13 years. 

...and India gets 88m free of interest 

WASHINGTON, May 1 1 (A.P.) — The World Bank announced 
today three interest-free loans worth $88 million to bring more 
farm training to the Indian states of Tamil Nadu, Madhva Pradesh 
and Maharashtra. Madhya Pradesh will get $37 million, Tamil 
Nadu $28 million and Maharashtra $23 million. 

Repayment of the loans from the bank's International Dev- 
elopment Association will take 50 years, including a 10-year 
grace period. 

Arab oil revenues up 52% in 1980 

BAHRAIN, May 1 1 (R) — The oil revenues of 10 Arab states 
rose 52 per cent last year to total $209 billion according to the 
annual re pen of the Organisation of Arab Petroleum Exporting 
Countries (OAPEC). 

The OAPEC members include Saudi Arabia, the biggest oil 
exporter, which the report said accounted for half the oil they 
produced and half the earnings. ■ 

It added.that Western inflation and a weak dollar reduced the 
real value of the increased oil revenues. 

Oil prices nominally rose 200 percent between 1974 and 1980. 
But if inflation and the faU in the dollar were taken into account 
the rise was only 70 per cent. 

The report added that the present world oil market, threatened 
by a glut, gave Arab oil states the chance to cut production to 
conserve their reserves.

juveniles to children with beh- 
avioural or development dif- 
ficulties.

The crews and their problems 
may vary, but the educational obj- 
ective remains constant — the 
imparting of intensive experiences 
m the fields of community living

and achievement; overcoming 
problems of inter-human contact 
and self-confidence. A spell on 
board this schooner is a lesson in 
alternative ways of life, a chance 
to learn which in turn yields fur- 
ther opportunities. 

It’s also proof that there are 
other ways of helping young peo- 
ple. Seen thus, it becomes dear 
that not only juveniles leam from 
being aboard the “Jachara" — so 
do the adults in charge of them. 

Of course, adults must be inv- 
olved --after all the yacht remains 
almost one week at sea. In this 
case, the most important member 
of the grown-up escort is the deaf 
interpreter. The coming few days 
will be rather silent -- commands 
on _ board the former sponge- 
diving vessel will he seen and not 
heard. A language of ges- 
ticulations -- specially developed 
and rehearsed on land — will help 
to ensure that the “Jachara" ret- 
urns safely to port. 

A voyage on the “Jachara" is a 
popular event, and is preceded by 
thorough preparations. There are 
regular visits to the vessel and occ- 
asional trips into the Baltic Sea. 

A certain amount of manual 
work has to be carried out. One 
group repairs a ladder for swi- 
mmers while another works on 
equipment to determine the 
yacht's speed. The six girls were 
fully occupied learning the sign 
language needed for their voyage. 

Since 1V75, the “Jachara" has 
carried about 1,200 youngsters on 
more than 1 20 voyages. It hasn’t 
performed any miracles, nor are 
any expected in the future. But no 
doubr the vessel will continue to 
give many young people — be they 
physically or socially handicapped 
-- a powerful feeling that's both 
simple and important — life can be 
fun.

disclosed that the U.S. is dev- 
eloping anti-satellite weapons to 
destroy any Soviet "killer" sat- 
ellites which attacked U.S. equ- 
ipment in space. 

Gen. Brandt said the space cen- 
tre ismonitoring a series of Soviet 
launches designed to test its new - 
killer satellites, including two 
apparently successful “kills" wit- 
hin the last two months. “Our 
space assets could be at risk,” he 
said in an interview at the com- 
mand complex deep in a 
hollowed-out mountain in the 
Colorado Rocky Mountains. 

The mission of the space centre, 
he said, is strictly defensive, aimed 
at protecting U.S. spacecraft and 
satellites, not at anacking those of 
the Soviet Union. 

But the general added that in 
future both superpowers might 
well deploy full scale mHitaiy ope- 
rations in space: the laser-armed 
■space ships, battle stars, and man- 
ned space stations of science fic- 
tion. 


“History says it will happen," 
he said. “Warfare was confined to 
the land at first, then spread to the 
sea, then to the air. It is logical to 
expect that space will be next.” 

Meanwhile; he said, the centre 
is recommending that U.S. sat- 
ellites should have the capacity to 
manoeuvre and escape when 
under attack and be equ ipped with 
reflective shields to defend them 
against laser attack. 

He said a booster rocket called 
an Inerrial Upper Stage now being 
developed may be useful in the 
short run to move satellites qui- 
ckly out of range of Soviet attack. 

Space shuttle crews will attach 
the booster to U.S. satellites in low 
orbits to boost them into higher 
orbits. 

But he predicted that before 
long the Soviet Union would have 
developed kiiler satellites capable 
of attacks at even the most remote 
earth orbits. 

The cause for greatest concern, 
he said, would be a Soviet attack 


against warning satellites used to 
alert American commanders if a 
nuclear missile attack has been 
launched against the United Sta- 
tes. 

' "The best evidence oT a'Soviet 
intention to launch a nuclear att- 
ack against the U.S. would be an 
attack against the satellites,” he 
said. 

Defence critics argue the mil- 
itary race in space could trigger a 
nuclear war accidentally if an att- 
ack against satellites, intended as a 
warning, were mistaken as the pre- 
lude to a first strike. But Gen. 
Brandt said the Soviet Union 
would be aware of such a risk, 
which might deter them from an 
attack against satellites. 

“Blinding the giant must give 
any military planner great pause 
because there’s no telling what a 
blinded giant might do,” he com- 
mented.

Don’t regard those players 
to your right and left as your 
enemies. On occasion, you 
might have to call on them 
for assistance and it is sur- 
prising how often they will 
be forced to oblige! Consider 
this hand. 

We do not like North's 
decision to make a positive 
response to his partner's de- 
mand opening bid. Even 
though he had the required 7 
points and one quick trick, 
his suit was shabby and his 
singleton in partner's suit 
was reason for caution. 
South, too, might have taken 
a quieter approach by bid- 
ding only five spades at his 
third turn but it is difficult to 
fault him once he had receiv- 
ed a positive response. 

West led the king of hearts 


and dummy was somewhat of 
a disappointment. Declarer 
had at least one spade loser. 
Therefore, it seemed that he 
would have to rely on the 
club finesse to make his slam. 
One glance at the layout 
reveals that this would have 
failed and the slam would 
have been defeated. 

Declarer unearthed a line 
that improved bis chances 
enormously. Instead of win- 
ning the ace of hearts and 
discarding a dub from his 
hand, he played low from 
dummy and ruffed. 

Next came the ace and 
king of spades and declarer 
heaved a sigh of relief when 
both defenders followed. 

The ace and king of 
diamonds were now cashed. 
With the stage set, declarer 
led a trump, discarding a 
heart from dummy. When it 
turned out that West held 
the last trump, declarer 
could claim his contract. 

If West exited with a red 
suit, he would permit 
declarer to get two club 
discards on the ace of hearts 
and queen of diamonds. A 
club lead would prove equal- 
ly suicidal: declarer would 
play dummy’s ten and, 
whether or not East could 
cover, declarer would be 
assured of an entry to dum- 
my to discard his remaining 
low club. 

What if East won the third 
spade? Declarer would be no 
worse off than if he had taken 
the club finesse early. East’s 
only safe return would be a 
club and declarer would let 
that run. Observe that the 
crucial maneuver in this 
whole plan was the holdup of 
the ace of hearts at trick one.

Another hunger-striker 

death in Maze

BELFAST, May 11 (Agencies) — Two British sol- 
diers were wounded by sniper fire in Belfast today 
and the family of another jailed guerrilla hunger- 
striker, Mr. Francis Hughes, reported he might die 
bv the end of this week. 


And fears that IRA guerrillas planned to avenge 
the death of Mr. Sands by assassinating prominent 
Figures mounted today after authorities confirmed 
rumours of an explosion at a Scottish oil terminal 
while Queen Elizabeth II. her husband Prince Philip 
and King Oiav V of Norway were there. 


The blast occurred at noon Sat- 
urday at a North Sea oil terminal 
in the Shetland Islands north of 
Scotland, soon after the IRA's 
"Provisional" wing claimed it had 

planted a device there. 

Police did not disclose the exp- 
losion until Iasi night, alter rum- 
ours of it hail circulated the Isl- 
ands for 24 hours. 

Police said the explosion dam- 
aged the terminal's power station 


but caused no casualties. The 
Ouecn was officially opening the 
terminal in a building ahout half a 
kilometre away, and nobody 
among the 711(1 VIPs there heard 
the blast. 


Tlie terminal is the biggest in 
Western Europe. 

IRA sources in Dublin claimed 
the bomb contained 3 kgs BF gel- 
ignite.

General Secretary Vasantdada Patil told 
reporters here. I le was scheduled to go to Sultanpur, the main city 
in i lie Aniethi parliamentary district, later in the day to file his 
nomination papers for the June 14 special election. The Amethi 
District, located about 500 kilometres southeast of New Delhi, 
sent Sanjay Gandhi off to parliament in January 1980 by a com- 
fortable margin. 'I he scat has been vacant since he was killed lust 
June in tlie crash of a stunt plane. Mrs. Gandhi currently Is in 
UAH as part of a lour of Switzerland and the Arabian Gulf states. 
The soft-spoken and polite Rajiv reportedly resigned his job as a 
piioi'wiih Indian Airlines, the government-owned domestic car- 
ricr, a few days ago in preparation for his formal entry into the 
rough-and-tumble world of Indian politics. 


Contents of Royal’ tapes out in London 


LONDON. May II (R ) — Extracts from alleged telephone con- 
versations between Britain’s Prince Charles and his fiancee, Lady 
Diana Sjvncer. which the ample say are fakes, were published in 
two newspapers available in Britain today. Large extracts from 
con versai kins alleged by British journalist Simon Regan to have 
been taped while the prince was in Australia recently appeared in 
British mainland and Northern Ireland editions of a Dublin paper, 
the Sunday World. ’Hie London-based Sunday Times also printed 
short extracts from the transcripts, first published by the West 
German magazine Die Aklucllc on Friday. 'ITje Sunday Times 
said they contained major flaws. ’Hie British government banned 
imports of Die Aklucllc containing the transcripts but a dep- 
artment of trade spokesman said tonight the ban did not include 
other foreign publications. Last week Prince Charles and Lady 
Diana had obtained a British high court injunction prohibiting the 
publication of l he contents of the tapes or publishing transeripLs.- 


Sun’s last eclipse of century ; Soviets ready 


MOSCOW. May II (A.P.) — Soviet scientists are making ela- 
borate preparations to monitor a total solar eclipse expected to 
occur over Soviet territory July 31 and said to he the lust full 
eclipse of Ihe Sun this century. The Soviet news agency TASS said 
today that nearly 30 telescopes and a specially equipped viewing 
ptullorm in Siberia w ill he used to watch the phenomenon, to start 
at 1419 GM T above the Soviet Black Sea coast. The eclipse will 
travel across tlie Caspian Sea. Soviet Central Asia and southern 
Siberia, disappearing over the coastal waters of the Pacific, TASS 
said. 'Hie eclipse is calculated to cover the distance of 8.200 
kilometres in 1 00 minutes. The agency quoted Mr. Vladimir Krat, 
a leading Soviet astronomer, as saying the eclipse will be the lust 
such phenomenon of the 20th century, and that observations 
should provide valuable new information about the Sun.

Yorkshire Ripper says 
he heard ‘voice of God’ 
while digging graves 


LONDON, May 1 1 (A.P.) — Peter Suictiffc. self-confessed killer 
of 13 women in’ihc Yorkshire Ripper case, testified today that in 
1987 he heard "what 1 believed then and believe now to have 
been the voice of God.” 

Sutcliffe, called to the witness stand in an unexpected move by 
the defence, said he heard the voice while working as a grave 
digger near the west Yorkshire town of Bradford. He has adm- 
itted killing the 1 3 women — eight of whom were prostitutes — but 
has pleaded guilty only to manslaughter, claiming "diminished 
responsibility” because of mental illness. 

Psychiatrists have diagnosed Sutcliffe, a 34-year-old truck dri- 
ver. as a " paranoid schizophrenic.” But the government claims he 
concocted a story about a “divine mission” to kill prostitutes in a 
last-ditch attempt to avoid a murder conviction. 

Sutcliffe, dressed in a blue npcn-ncck shirt and speaking in a 
calm, clear voice, told the jury of six women and six men: 

"1 was digging and I paused for a minute. Il was very hard 
ground. I just heard something — it sounded like a voice similar to 
a human voice -I ike an echo. 

“I looked round to see ir there was anyone there, but there was 
no-one in sight. I was in the grave with my feet ahout five feet 
lie low the surface... I walked to the top. but there was no-one 
there at all. 

Sutcliffe said he received no specific instructions from the initial 
message but deckled to keep the experience a secret. 

"I tolil no-onc because I thought that if it was meant for 
everyone to hear (hey would liear. I felt i had Iven selected,” 
Sutcliffe testified. 

I ic said he regularly attended a Roman Cal ho lie church during 
In's school days and for ahout two years afterwards. 

Sutcliffe said lie hail been an altar hoy for three years until the 
age of al*out 1 8. At the time lie heard the voices he was about 20. 
Sutcliffe was arrested Jan. 2 while sitting in his ear with a pro- 
stitute.

May II 
(A.P.) — Mr. Tcofolo Siman. a 
leading businessman in EI Sal- 
vador, was kidnapped "by uni- 
dentified gunmen lust week, fri- 
ends of the family said. 

The sources, win* asked not to 
be identified for security reasons, 
/said a group of armed men gru- 
bbed Mr. Siman. outside his house 
Friday evening in the Scanlon dis- 
trict of the Salvadorean capital 
and forcibly took him away. 

His wife, Maria Elena Dada de 
Sim was with him at the time. The 
sources said the gunmen warned 
her not tu notify the police or 
other authorities of the abduction., 
otherwise Mr. Siman would be kil- 
led. 

Mr. Siman, 44, a wealthy bus- 
inessman, had no known political 
affiliations nor was involved in 
politics. However, his wife is the 
sister of Mr. Hector Dada Hircsi, 
who broke away from the ruling 
civilian-military junta when he 
and some others resigned in 1980 
to protest the rightist drift of the 
government. 

Mr. Dada Hiresi, a Christian 
Democrat, later joined the Dem- 
ocratic Revolutionary Front, a 
federation in the country's pri- 
ncipal leftist organisations opp- 
osed to the junta. 


Spanish police foil planned 
prison breakout by Basques 


U.K. civil service 
union votes for 
all-out strike 


MADRID. May 11 (K) — Spa- 
nish police have foiled a planned 
mass prison breakout by ahout 
100 Basque separatists, interior 
ministry sources said Unlay. 

'Hiey said l lie plan was unc- 
overed during investigations into 
bust week's ETA (Basque Hom- 
eland and Liberty) bomb attack 
on the carol' the head of King Juan 
Carlos's military household in 
central Madrid. Three soldiers 
were killed in the attack. 

Seven suspected members of 
the separatist organisation ETA 
were detained and two safe- 
houses were uncovered in con- 
nection with the Madrid prison 
breakout plan, the sources added. 

in one of the houses police 
found a grenade launcher, three 
armour piercing shells, four ass- 
ault rifles, two submachine guns, 
revolvers, explosives, false car 
number plates, a radio receiver 
and various documents. 

The sources said among the 
documents were maps of Car- 
u handle I Prison and plans for the 
mass escape of members of ET A's 
hardline Military and less radical 
Political-Military wings and of the 
autonomous commandos, which is 
close to the guerrilla organisation. 

The exact date of the planned 
breakout was not known hut the 
separatists were to have headed 
for France, the sources said. 

Confusion increased today reg- 
arding the deaths of three young 
men after a shooting incident with 
Civil Guards near the southern 
town of Almeria. 

An official statement issued 
yesterday, hours after the incident 
was first reported, said the three 
men were burnt to death in a car 
after they were shot at by Civil 


Guards from whom they were try- 
ing to escape. 

'Hie statement said the men had 
been arrested on Saturday on sus- 
picion that they look part in urhun 
guerrilla attacks which cost five 
lives in Madrid last week. 

But although their involvement 
was ruled out sifter questioning, 
the Civil Guard decided to int- 
errogate them further as one had 
no identity documents and papers 
held by the others were possible 
forgeries, il added. 

The three men were being dri- 
ven in their own hire car to the 
Civil Guard station early yes- 
terday when they tried to ove- 
rpower the two guards in the front 
seats. The guards jumped out and 
colleagues from an accompanying 
ciiropened fire. The air veered off 
the nmtl and burst into flumes, the 
statement said. 

Earlier the Spanish news agency 
Europa Press said the three dead 
were suspected of belonging to the 
separatist guerrilla organisation 
ETA (Basque Homeland and 
Liberty). 

But the Civil Guards statement. 
Issued hours after the incident, 
mentioned no group. 

The statement said the two gua- 
rds who jumped out of the cat 
were injured. The Civil Guard was 
now trying to identify the three 
men, who were aged about 30. 

Seven military and security per- 
sonnel. including a general, were 
killed in Madrid and Barcelona 
last week, in the worst upsurge ol 
violence since an attempted mil- 
itary coup last February. 

ETA claimed responsibility for 
killing three soldiers and a senior 
army general, who was chief ol 
King Juan Carlos* military hou- 


sehold. Police attributed the other 
attacks to the shadowy urban gue- 
rrilla organisation GRAPO (first 
of October Anti-Fascist Res- 
istance Groups). 


’ITie three alleged G R APO gue- 
rrillas suspected of shooting dead 
a general and a policeman in Mad- 
rid were detained yesterday after a 
large-scale police operation. 

At least 40 Basque radicals 
were detained in police swoops. 

A spokesman for Hem Bat- 
asuna . a separatist coalition close 
to ETA's violent Military Wing, 
said 73 of its members, including 
many town mayors and cou- 
ncillors wete in detention. 


LONDON, May 1 1 (A.P.) — Bri- 
tain's largest civil service 
union-representing 220,000 
members— voted today for an all- 
out strike to press demands for a 
15 per cent wage increase. 

The country’s civil servants 
have been staging a series of hit- 
and-run .selective strikes, affecting 
airports, lax collection and other 
areas since a nationwide walkout 
March 9. Prime Minister Margaret 
Thatcher's Conservative gov- 
ernment has offered the civil ser- 
vants a seven per cent pay inc- 
rease. 

Today's strike vote by the Civil 
and Public Services Association 
means three of Britain's nine civil 
service unions— representing 
32b, 000 members— arc backing 
an all-out strike. The other six 
unions— representing 2(10.000. 
other workers— are due to vote on 
the strike issue by May 19.

News agency says CIA behind 
MiG landing in Japan in ’76 


TOKYO, May II (R) — Central 
Intelligence Agency (CIA) was 
behind the defection of a Soviet 
pilot who landed his then top- 
secret MiG-25 fighter plane in 
Japan in 1976, the Japanese news 
agency Kyodo has reported. 

Quoting unnamed Japanese 
security officials, the agency said 
CIA agents in Moscow, with the 
help of a British intelligence 
agent, offered Soviet Lt. Viktor 
Belenko political asylum in the 
United States in return fur u 
fully-equipped MiG-25. 

There was no immediate official 
comment either in Tokyo or Was- 
hington on the Kyodo report. The 
U.S. State Department said: “We 
don't comment on intelligence act- 
ivities.” 


The MiG-25 “Foxbat” made a 
surprise landing at a civilian air- 
port on Japan's main northern isl- 
and of Hokkaido on Sept. 6. 1976. 

Kyodo said the 29-year-old 
pilot testified to Japanese police 
and government agencies that an 
agent from MI6. the British 
secret intelligence service, first' 
approached him at a Moscow bee- 
rhall m October, 1 974. 


Kyodo said the pilot had made a 
demonstration flight at the world 
aviation show in London shortly 
before the approach. 

The secret contact was then 


taken over by a CM A agent and 
continued by three or four mute 
Cl A agents until the pilot was tra- 
nsferred to Sokofovka Air Base in 
the Soviet fur cast towards the cud 
of 1975, Kyodo said. 

Meetings were arranged every 
two to three months at parks and 
other places, it said. 

A decision on the proposed def- 
ection was left to Lt. Belenko’s 
own disc relion after he was ass- 
igned to the farcustern base where 
he was a commanding officer of a 
flight unit, it added. ~ 

After landing the MiG-25 at 
Hakodate airport in southern 
Hokkaido. Lt. Belenko told Jap- 
anese investigators that he was 
unhappy about what he described 
as “luck of te a ignition of his aer- 
onautical ability and his slow pro- 
motion” in the air force, according 
to Kyodo. 

Washington granted the pilot 
asylum and he left for the United 
States three days after landing at 
Hakodate airport. 

The defection gave Western 
military experts the opportunity to 
assess the capabilities of the MiG 
fighter. 

Japan eventually sent the plane 
back to the Soviet Union some 
two months after it landed at 
Hakodate, But the incident sou- 
red relations between the two 
countries. 


But diplomatic analysts in the 
Chinese capital believe Peking has 
compelling reasons mil to risk 
another conflict on the scale of its 
1979 invasion of its fonier com- 
munist ally. 

They say the problems exposed 
during the month-long war in Feb- 
ruary and March 1979 have not 
yet been solved.
